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by the latter, which sums are not included in the amount of subscriptions 
already mentioned), the Commissioners were induced to promise that Churches 
shall be erected for these Parishes, with the aid thus afforded, out of whatever 
funds may be set apart next year for works of this nature. 

Of the cases of rebuilding previously undertaken, the following have been 
completed : — Balrathboyne, in the Diocese of Meath ; Upper Moville, in the 
Diocese of Derry ; Knocknamuckly, in the Diocese of Dromore ; Aehill, 
Baliyovie, and Clifden, in the Diocese of Tuam : and the following are in pro- 
gress of erection — Derry vollen and Lisnaskea, in the Diocese of Clogher ; 
Donamou, in the Diocese of Elphin ; Kilnemanagh, in the Diocese of Ferns ; 
Lismalin, in the Diocese of Cashel; Skull and Innoshannon, in the Diocese of 
Cork; Kilfinanc, in the Diocese of Limerick ; Castletown Ana, in the Diocese 
of Killaloe ; but those for the Parishes of Lower Badony, in the Diocese of 
Derry ; Cong, in the Diocese of Tuam, and Ardfert, in the Diocese of Ardfert, 
have_ not yet been commenced, in consequence of delays in procuring the 
required changes of sites. 

The following Churches, undertaken from private sources, aided in a few 
cases to a small amount from the funds of the Commissioners, have been com- 
pleted under the superintendence of the Architect of the Board : Killanin- 
Spiddal, Moyard Bridge, Arran and Tellernan, in the Diocese of Tuam ; Bal- 
lycroy, in the Diocese of Killalla; Bective,in the Diocese of Meath ; Loughmoe, 
in the Diocese of Cashel, and Clonegam in the Diocese of Lismore. In addition 
to these, the Church of Knockarea, in the parish of St. John’s, and Diocese of 
Elphin, and the Chapel of Ease of. St. Paul’s, in the Parish of St. Anne’s, 
Belfast, and Diocese of Connor, have been also completed, but altogether in- 
dependently of the Board. 

The Commissioners continue to receive applications for aid toward the build- 
ing of Chapels of Ease in Unions of Parishes, or in Parishes of large extent, 
where the Mother Churches are not sufficient to accommodate the parishioners 
who might resort thither for Divine Worship, or where they are at an incon- 
venient distance from a great number of the inhabitants ; in answer to these 
applications, many of which are of a very pressing nature, they have been 
obliged to state that it will not be in their power, under the provisions of the 
Church Temporalities Act, 3 & 4 Will. 4, c. 37, to aid in the erection of such 
Churches or Chapels until there shall be a surplus fund at their disposal, after 
provision shall have been made for the several other Church Works mentioned 
in the 63d section of the Act, and for which, according to the estimate now 
before them, a sum exceeding 200,000 1. would be required. We have, how- 
ever, the satisfaction to state, that, in some of these cases, Churches are bein'* 
erected through the liberality of individuals, ox* by means of subscriptions 
raised in the respective Unions or Parishes, or elsewhere ; and where such could 
not be accomplished, the Commissioners have, in many instances, granted the 
usual requisites for the celebration of Divine Service in School-houses, or other 
places licensed for the purpose. 

The cases of additional Churches in course of erection from private funds 
so far as they have been brought under the notice of the Commissioners this 
year, either by their being called on to furnish plans and superintend the works, 
or otherwise aid in the erection of the buildings, are those for the Unions or 
Parishes of Cloon, in the Diocese of Ardagh, at the expense of Lord Clements ; 
Aixlstrow, in the Diocese of Derry, at the expense of the Marquis of Abercorn ■ 
Aghavea, in the Diocese of Clogher, at the expense of Sir Arthur Brooke, yi.v.\ 
Tullyagnish, in the Diocese of Raplxoe, Westport, Aehill, and Omey, in tlie 
Diocese of Tuam, by means of subscriptions from various individuals. The 
sum of 2,500 L, set apart for the enlargement of Churches, has been distributed 
amongst 29 cases, the contributions from private sources in aid thereof being 
2,367 i 6 s. 1 1 d. ; and the sum of 1,500 l. for inside painting and colouring, 
amongst 112 cases, the parishioners in each undertaking to defray half the cost 
of the work. 

In reference to the repairs of Churches, for which a sum of 26,246 l. 1 6 s. 9 d. 
has been set apart, as already mentioned, we have to state that while the 
Commissioners have been unable, from want of funds, for some years past, to 
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undertake more than partial repairs in many instances, they have this year, in 
consequence of the improved state of their funds, commenced more general and 
effective works, by which means they expect, after a little time, to place many 
of the Churches in comparatively permanent repair, and thus, in future, to limit 
the field of their operations under the head of repairs ; a course calculated not 
only to diminish the expense of superintendence, but also to prevent that which 
has been heretofore the consequence of insufficient work, namely, an annual 
outlay of a considerable number of small sums without any permanent advan- 
tage to the buildings. In carrying out several of the works for which provision 
has been made by the Commissioners in this and the preceding year, much 
delay has occurred in consequence of the difficulties experienced in the present 
state of the law, in changing the sites of parish Churches, and also from the 
circumstance that the number of tradesmen has been greatly diminished by 
emigration. 

By the half-yearly returns of Promotions it appears that 70 Benefices have 
become vacant within the year, consisting of 18 Dignities and Prebends, and 
&8 Parochial Benefices ; of these 27 appear to be taxable. In respect to the 
Dignities and Prebends, the Commissioners caused the vacancies to be duly 
notified to the Lord Lieutenant and the Privy Council ; and in those cases in 
which there did not appear to be Cure of Souls, under the provisions of the 
Acts 4 & 5 Will. 4, c. 90, and 6 & 7 Will- 4, c. 99, they transmitted the usual 
Instruments, under their Seal, to the Lord Lieutenant and the Privy Council, 
recommending the appointments of Clerks to those Benefices to be suspended. 
The cases referred to are the Treasurersbip of Leighlin, in the Diocese of 
Leighlin ; the Rectories of Rathvilly, Rathmore and Straboe, in the same 
Diocese; and. the Chancellorship of the Cathedral Church of the Holy and 
Undivided Trinity, commonly called Christ’s Church, Dublin. In respect of 
the Rectories of Rathvilly, Rathmore and Straboe, they have received a notifi- 
cation from the Clerk of the Council that your Excellency and Council did not 
deem it expedient to direct the suspension of the appointment; and, with 
respect to the Chancellorship of Christ Church, that your Excellency and the 
Council had been pleased to direct that the portions of the Rectorial Rent- 
charges of the Parishes of Glasnevin and Kilcullen, appropriated to this 
Dignity, should be disappropriated and annexed to the respective Perpetual 
Curacies existing in those Parishes ; but the Commissioners have not yet been 
apprized of the decision of the Council in respect of the residue of the corps 
of this Dignity, nor that your Excellency and the Council have hitherto made 
any Order in respect of the Treasurership of Leighlin. 

With respect to the Rectory of Killeshin, in the Diocese of Leighlin, the 
appointment to which was suspended by Order of the Lord Lieutenant and 
Privy Council in the year 1847, on the recommendation of the Commissioners, 
we have to inform your Excellency that the Commissioners, in proceeding to 
the assertion of their rights, under the Order, were opposed by the Vicar of the 
Parish, who claimed the entire rent-charge, and having experienced great 
difficulty in their endeavours to establish a title to the portions of the rent- 
charge belonging to the Rectory, they found it necessary to be directed by 
Counsel in their proceedings, and latterly by the late Attorney-general, who 
was of opinion that there were not sufficient grounds to warrant the Commis- 
sioners in further contesting the point, and that the result of the proceedings 
since the Order of Suspension should be communicated to the Lord Lieutenant 
and Council. The Commissioners accordingly transmitted to the Clerk of the 
Council, on the 27th of August last, copies of the cases submitted by them to 
Counsel, with copies of the several opinions thereon, including opinions given 
by Counsel consulted on behalf of the Incumbent; but they have not been 
yet informed that any Order, either for the removal of the suspension, or 
otherwise, has been made. We beg to call your Excellency’s particular 
attention to this circumstance, as the income has not been collected by the 
Commissioners in the interim. 

Pursuant to the provisions of the 116th section of the 3 & 4 Will. 4, c- 37, 
the Commissioners have removed the suspension of the appointment of a Clerk 
to the Parish of Kilcully, in the Diocese of Cork, a Church having been 
erected in the Parish out of the profits of the Benefice, which had been set 
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apart by the Commissioners for that purpose, it appearing at the time of 
suspension, that the circumstances of the Parish required that they should be 
so applied; Divine Service is now performed in the New Church by the In- 
cumbent lately appointed by the Diocesan. 

Since the date of the last Report, in which reference is made t:o the circum- 
stances which induced the Commissioners to withhold their assent to a sale hv 
the Town Council of Clonmel of tlve Advowson of St. Mary’s Parish, in the 
town of Clonmel, for a sum of 800 l . ; another application lias been received 
from the Town Council, requesting the approval of the Commissioners to'a sale 
for 1,000 1., representing at the same time, that for the last ten years they had 
repeatedly advertised this Advowson for sale in the public papers, both in 
Ireland and England, and that, the offer now made was the best that 'had been 
received, and urging the Commissioners to approve of the sale ; under these 
circumstances the Commissioners felt that they would not be justified in with 
holding any longer their approval, although the sum offered did not appeal- 
adequate with reference to a valuation of the property procured bv them from 
eminent Notaries Public ; they have accordingly informed the Town Council 
that they would now assent to the sale, but they have not yet been called on to 
execute the Deed of Conveyance. 

An eligible proposal not having been heretofore received for the 8ec House 
Offices and Demesne Lands of Clogher, which became vested in this Hoard on 
the demise of the late Bishop of Clogher, the Commissioners caused the 
premises to be again advertised for letting, and Have lately accented a proposal 
from the Rev. John Grey Porter, subject to the approval of your Itxcellciiev pur- 
suant to the provisions of the 30th section of the Aid 3&4 Will. 4, e. 37 This 
proposal, with full particulars as to the value, So., of tile premises, has been 
submitted for your Excellency's consideration. In rcferonco to other property 
of tins nature the Commissioners have rdet, with your Excellency's sanction 
a farm of 38 a, t) It. 35 1’., part of the Mensal lands of Oloyne, to Mr David 
Dunne, for a term of 21 years, at a rent of 30 1. 1 I ... (i the former tenant 
Having been evicted for non-payment of rent. 

The temporary remission of the Royalty Rent payable by the Mining Com-
